The first date the Jcpzrso entered NANKING, thoy fircd cnd 
burnt our hom. cni wo weve procceding to the rofugeo camp, 
There wore the follcwing in the party, my mothorrin-lew, my beother 
und his wife, two ol..idron of mince, ond my brother-in-law's two 
children, cgcd 5 ans 2 yo.rs of cg. 


4g wo worc procecaing and came to a place called 140 WONG FOU, 
in Nenking City, wo were met by twolve Japencse soldicrs, including 
some officers, who wore swords. One of the soldiers wecring o eword, 
whom I thought wos cn officer, grcsped my sister-in-law, and raped and 
then killed in the presence of her husband and children, who were 
killed ct the same time. ‘The husband wes killed for trying to defond his «- 
wife and thetwo childron were killed beccusethey wopt when their 
mother wes boing raped, The five yoor girl wes suffocated by 
heving her clothing stuffed in her mouth, and the boy was bayoneted. 
Their father ond mother wore both beyoneted and thereby killed. 
My mother-in-lew was also beoyoneted end died twolve deys leter. 
I fell to the ground, and esceped later with my two children. 


This ell happened about 10 o'clock in the morning, and in broed 
dcylight on the streets of Nanking. I wes an eye witness of ell 
this. I wont to the refugee camp, and on the wey saw meny corpses 

of women end civilian men, ‘The women had their apparel pulled up, 
and looked like thy had been raped. I saw about twenty, mostly women.
